It begins to look as though President Hecver may have let himself in 


for something he did not anticipate 


when “he sousht an alliance with the 


House membership to assert his independence of the Senatorial oligarchy. 


Mr. Hoover did that. He fe in 
with the theory that the Senate was a 
nuisance. He permitted himself to be 
persuaded that the intellectuals con- 
trolling the House were preferable to 
the intelligence of Senate Republicans 
competent of thinking two thoughts in 
arrow. °* 

As matters stand to-day, one of the 
most acrimonious tussles between the 
two houses of Congress impends and, 
whatever the outcome, Mr. Hoover 
Stands to lose. 


The House and Senate went to the 


mat on the farm debenture export 
bounty. The intellects who rule the 
House decided they would not permit 
that body to vote one way or another 
on the proposition.
